National  Institute  Grants 
$30,000  to  Study  Cancer 


National  Institute  of  Health 
has  granted  Brigham  Young  Un- 
iversity $30,000  for  a three-year 
study  of  chemicals  to  combat 
cancer  and  offer  protection  from 
radiation,  according  to  Dr.  H. 
Tracy  Hall,  director  of  the  re- 
search division. 

The  study  will  be  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H. 
Smith  Broadbent,  professor  of 
chemistry.  He  will  be  assisted  by 
two  graduate  students  who  have 
not  yet  been  selected. 

Study  Chemistry 

Purpose  of  the  research  will 
be  to  thoroughly  study  the 
chemistry  of  a class  of  com- 
pounds known  as  quinoxaline 
N -oxides  as  well  as  a synthesis 
of  a variety  of  these  compounds. 

The  compounds  will  then  be 
prepared  for  evaluation  in  the 
treatment  of  cancer  and  also  for 
the  prevention  of  body  damage 
due  to  atomic  radiation  expos- 
ure. 

Compounds  Imitate 

These  compounds  imitate  in 
some  ways  certain  substances  es- 
sential to  growth  of  living  cells, 
but  do  not  fulfill  all  needed 
functions.  Consequently,  a 
growing  cell  can  be  “tricked” 
into  trying  to  metabolize  the 
compound,  and  being  unable  to 
do  so  will  thus  have  its  growth 
halted. 

Dr.  Broadbent  noted  that  most 
current  treatments  of  cancer 
are  based  upon  this  approach. 
“It  is  hoped.”  he  stated,  “that 
the  quinoxaline  N-oxides  to  be 
synthesized  in  this  program  will 


be  of  value  in  this  treatment  of 
cancer.  In  any  event,  the  study 
of  these  compounds  will  contri- 
bute to  the  fundamental  under- 
standing of  organic  chemistry 
Combats  Radiation 

In  addition  to  fighting  cancer 
it  is  believed  that  the  quinox- 
aline N-oxides  may  also  be  used 
as  agents  to  prevent  atomic  rad- 
iation damage.  Tests  on  mice 
have  offered  startling  results  in 
withstanding  such  damage. 

Dr.  Broadbent  explained  that 
the  government  is  very  interest- 
ed in  studies  of  any  type  of 
chemical  systems  which  promise 
to  be  of  value  in  fighting  radi- 
ation because  of  their  extreme 
importance  in  our  present-day 
society.

Minneapolis — (ACP) — Initial 
tablulatiou  of  questionnaires  in 
Associated  Collegiate  Press’  Na- 
tional Poll  of  Student  Opinion 
shows  that  over  half  of  the  per-

tion survey  of  college  men  and 
women  plan  to  work  for  grad- 
uate degrees,  if  nothing  unfore- 
seen prevents  them.
